ho crop of last year. This report points to a 
rop of uboutsirc million bales. It is possible 
that tho cottou movement of the yeur may 
ixiss that; liiiiit. Tho returns of corn produc- 
tion arw moro conservative than tliotin of 
October and November from the injury to soft 
corn by warm, moist weather. 
North of tho 


foi-tit-tii parallelt corn that has been cribbod 
is iu worst) condition than for many yeai's. 
Tho proportion of uumerch ante bio corn is 
therefore large. The final estimate of quau- 
tity produced trill fall a few miilious short of 
the indications of previous returns, or twenty 
bushels per acre. This estimate relates ouly 
to quantity, and makes no discount for in- 
ferior quality, which seriously increases the 
practical shortage. TUo losses from packing 
iu muses, or injury o£ soft corn from mild 
and wet weather, are treated as af ter-luirvwi 
couside ratio us.
